The Gulf Stream Abnormally Warm, 
From the New York Herald. 

A comparison made in the London Meteorolog- 
ical office of Atlantic temperature returns from 25 
ships, containing 116 recent observations, with 
data for previous years, reveals the fact that dur- 
ing last summer the ocean in the gulf stream's 
course was abnormally warm. In thearea between 
45 and 55 degrees nortn latitude, extending from 
the European coasts almost to the mid-Atlantic 
meridian, the temperature of the ocean Water 
during June, 1884, was about three degrees above 
the mean, and during July and August the half 
of this marine track lying nearest the British lines 
was from one to oneand one-half degrees above 
the mean.

The windows had 
been taken*out, the stone steps removed, the 
tower attacked and the building was a disman- 
tled wreck. All about were busy workmen 
doing their deeds of destruction, the old 
jence Was removed ard scores of men were 
busy setting a high close plank wall 
ground = the__dot. In the afternoon 
ropes were placed about the bronze eagle on 
the tower, and the proud bird of freedom was 
lowered to the ground intact, without even his 
tail feathers ruffled. As soon as the roof of the 
building can be torn off and the inside taken 
out, ropes will be attached tothe walls, and by 
means of large horse-power pulleys they will 
be thrown. Ina very few days the old city 
hall will be gone from the face of the earth, 
to make room for 

GEORGIA’S STATELY CAPITOL. 

Very little did Atlanta think, when over 
thirty years ago she bought that spot of 
ground, that Georgia would so soon build her 
capitol there. ny 

In 1851, while Hon. Jonathan Norcross was 
mayor, the city purchased the lot on which 
the Angier building, the old ConstItuTION 
building and Senator Brown’s building stand. 
There was nothing done about building a city 
hali, and in 1853 Colonel Richard Peters sold 
the city the four acres now known as the city 
hall park. It was then clear out of town and 
the pnrehase made Mr. Norcross so mad that 
he resigned his place as a member of the city 
council, The city paid $5,000 for the place 
end Colonel Peters made $4,000 by the trade. 
Little did Atlanta then think the place would 
ever be worth $200,000, as it now is, and be 
the site of Georgia’s capitol. In 1853 the 
erection of the building was begun. Columbus 
Hugheasgwas architect and master builder, 
and the structure was erected by day labor. 
The building was two years going up, cost 
$35,000 and came near 

BANKRUPTING THE TOWN. 
The building was well put up, and after thirty 
years was almost as good as ever until the 
workmen laid heavy bands upon it. The city 
borrowed very little money to build the house, 
but raised it promptly by taxation, thus in- 
creasing the burden on the people of that day. 
When-the county of Fulton was created the 
people of Atlanta wereso anxious to get out 
of being taxed again to build a ceurthouse 
that they let the county use the building for a 
courthouse as long as it desired, rent 
free, so that, until the completion of the 
present court house, Atlamta furnished the 
courthouse for the county, Many notable 
events have occurred atthe eld building. I 
as been the principal voting place of the 
county ever since the house Was erected. The 
mayor used to hold his courts there, the su- 
preme court used to meet there, and the supe- 
rior and city court held their sessions there for 
a great many years. Many murderers have 
heard their doom within its walls, and many 
a culprit has gone forth from its walls with a 
millstone of sorrow about his neck. Joseph 
Henry Lumpkin delivered from the supreme 
bench his great decisions, and the remorseless 
Hopkins passed his flint and steel sentences 
in that building. It was in that building that 
the 
RECONSTRUCTION CONVENTION 

met in 1867 and the Georgia legislature met 
there before Kimball’s opera house was pur- 
chased by the state. It was in the old house 


_that Ben Hill delivered one of hié greatest 


speeches before the war, and many an elo- 
quent tongue has rung out there since. In 
front ofthe eld house Stephen A. Douglas 
when he was a 
candidate for the presidency. He was intro- 
duced by Alexander H. Stephens, and stood 
on the side next to Hunter street, arid made a 
great speech. 

Allin all, it has been a notable building, 
andthe spot has become historic. Its de- 
struction will doubtless callupin the minds 
of the older citizens many interesting inci- 
dents in the earlier history of Atlanta, to 
which the younger memories runneth not.

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ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 


Atlanta Methodists Celebrating the Centen- 
ary of their Church. 

Sunday morning a joint service of the con- 
regations of Trinity church and Park avenue 
{ethodist church was held at Trinity church. 

The occasion was devoted to the consideration 
of the centenary of Methedism. 
A very large congregation filled 
the auditorium, The entire service referred 
to the foundation and growth of the church. 
The songs carried out the same idea. One of 
them was written especially for such occasions 
by Rev. W. P. Rivers, of the North Georgia 
conference, and was sung with great spirit. 

The first address was delivered by Rev. 
Howard Crumley, , pastor of © Park 
avenue church. He was followed by Rev. J. 
C, Simmons, of the Florida conference. Rev. 
Dr. Kendall, pastor of Trinity church, then 
delivered an earnest and appropriate address. 
Mr. G. A. Howell, one of the stewards of the 
Park avenue Methodist church, then spoke. 
All the addresses werg appro- 
priate and earnest, It has been 
requested that the Methodist churches 
generally observe the centenary of their de- 
nomination some time during the month of 
October. The speakers brought out the salient 
facts in the remarkable history of the church. 
It was organized in America five years before 
it was in England. Here, as there, the Meth- 
odists constituted only a society within the 
Episcopal church for several years after Wesley 
began his reform. The foundation of a sepa- 
rate organization was precipitated in America 
by events which took place during the revo- 
lution. Nearly all the clergymen were tories 
and the people generally being bitter toward 
them refused to receive the sacrament at their 
hands. When the war closed these clergy- 
men, as a class, returned to England and to 
supply the churches here Mr. Wesley ordain- 
ed Bishop Coke, who came over and ordained 
the first real Methedist preachers. Then fol- 
lowed the regular church organization. It 
soon gained a strong foothold in America, and 
in five years the English Methodists seceded 
from the established church to 
establish a church government of 
their own. The growth of Methodism 
has been wonderful, but its greatest triumphs 
have been achieved in this, the land of its 
birth as separate church. Georgia was one 
of the first fields of its triumphs and here it 
has flourished with especial vigor. The history 
of the formation of the Georgia conterence, its 
rapid growth, the devoted and powerful 
preachers who have given their 
lives to its service, is full of heroic examples. 
The great gathering of Atlanta Methodists 
were warmed into new zeal for their church 
by the contemplation of its glorious history. 
Atthe conclusion of the service a handsome 
contribution was made to aid in the comple- 
tion of the Park avenue church. 

At night Rev. George Smith 
preaehed a very interesting sermon, in 
which he reviewed the history of the church. 
Few men are so well posted on that subject. 
He has been called an encyclopedia of the in- 
cidents and anecdotes retating to the Metho- 
dist church. Many ef these he has incorpo- 
rated in his history of the church. He haa 
many others which he delights to tell, and 
which aH good Methodists delight to hear, 

The Methodist churches in Atlanta will be 
well represented at the great conference of the 
Methodist church the world over, which will 
be held in Baltimore in December. The north 
Georgia conference, which will meet here the 
latter part of November, will send delegates to 
it, They will meet Methodist preachers 
and laymen from every civilized country on 
the globe, and many missionaries who will 
come in from savage lands to tell of their 
labors. Bishop Pierce had been chosen to 
deliver before that great assemblage the ser- 
mon on the centenary of Methodism.

The 
citizens on the north side of the railroad will 
give ita welcome, asthe entire fire depart- 
ment has hitherto been onthe south side of 
the city. The board of fire managers recently 
elected ten capable men to manage steamer 
No. 3, and the best kind of work may be 
expected trom it. 
There is some talk of purchasing another 
steamer, to be placed somewhere in the sixth 
ward, so that it could command readily the 
northeastern portién of the city. Recently 
the waterworks have had a_ pressure 
that did away with the ne- 
cessity for using the steamers and gave 
ample efficiency with the hose reels. Two 
new hose companies are regarded by some of 
those who have considered the subject as 
more desirable than another steamer. The 
fire department now has three steamers with 
a hose reel each, and one hook and ladder 
machine. All the machines are 
well manned. The men are 
kept in constant drill and seem to take a pride 
in the efficiency oftheir work. The history 
of the fire fighters in Atlanta is heroic and the 
present force seems determined to preserve 
the high standard set by the old time firemen 
of the city.
